Authoritative Information Says That 


Demand is "Overwhelmingly in

New York, Aug. 7^—The task of 
counting the votes of approximately 
400,000 railroad employes on the ques- 
tion of authorizing a general s'trike in.

ters here of the four railroad brother- 
hoods. 


Although no official statement could 
be obtained as to the result, it was 
learned from an authoritative source 
that the vote was overwhelmingly In 
favor of a strike.

As the vessel came to the sur- 
face 1he lookout-said he heard sev- 
eral blasts from a signal horn at the 
lighthouse on Seal Island, a British 
possession.

Two Prized Distinction*. 


John Broughton. alone among Eng- 


lish professional pugilists, can claim 
the double distinction of an Abbey fu- 
neral and having had dedicated to him 
a poem by the poet laureate. It was 
In 1744 that Puul Whitehead published 
his "Gymnasia," or "Boxing Match," 
which he Inscribed, "To the most puis- 
sant and invincible Mr. John Brough- 
ton." 
As early as 1780 Broughton had 


achieved athletic distinction as the 
winner of Doggett's Coat and Badge. 


The science of boxing owes much to 


Broughton. 
"He promulgated a 'code' 


for the guidance of t'he combatants and 
the satisfaction of the judges," writes 
Mr. Guy Nickalis. "His new rules wers 
agreed upon by pugilists and approved 
of by the gentlemen on August 18,1743, 
and lasted In perfect integrity until 
1838, a period of nearly 100 years. He 
introduced science and humanity luto 
what was up till then a barbarous 
sport, by not only inventing defensive 
guards, but also preventing a man 
being hit when he was down. He also 
introduced gloves or mufflers for con- 
ducting mock combats or sparring 
matches." 
Broughton's patron was 


the duke of Cumberland, who made him 
ix yeoman of the guard.

London, Aug. ".--When the 
British 
forces in France began their great of- 
fensive bombardment, on June 27 and 
for days hurled into the German lines 
such an avalanche of steel and lead as 
the world had never kno\vn 
before 
even the people of England expressed 
wonder that it should have been pos- 
sible to assemble so vast a store of 
munitions. 
The story of how these 


supplies were created constitutes one 
of the most important chapters in the 
history of British achievement during 
the war. 


At the outbreak of hostilities two 
years ago there were only three im- 
portant government munitions factor- 
ies in the British Isles. Today some 
four thousand government-controlled 
firms, employing more than 2,000 000 
workers, are turning out virtually all 
of the tremendous amount of war ma- 
terials which have gone to equip the 
five million British soldiers in 
the 
neld. 


Organized in Year. 
The organization of this great In- 
dustry has been accomplished in a 
little more than one year by the Min- 
istry of Munitions, which was estab- 
lished in May. 1915, under the leader- 
snip of David Lloyd George. In that 
time every available resource of the 
country has been built for the pro- 
duction of munitions. Some idea of 
the scale upon which this organization 
has been carried out may be gathered 
from the swement that the largest of 
the new plants covers an area nine 
miles long and from three to four 
miles wide. 


A staff of 5,000 people has been re- 
quired to supervise the work. At the 
head of this staff and responsible only 
to the Minister of Munitions, has been 
a man whose organizing ability has 
been accorded wide-spread recogni- 
tion. He is Dr. Christopher Addison 
internationally known for his medical 
research work. 
For some years he 


has devoted his attention to" politics i 
and besides 
holding a seat in 
the 
House of Commons had been Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board of Ed- ' 
ucation before entering on his present I 
duties as Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Munitions. Every de- 
tail of the munitions production 
is 
known to Dr. Adidson, and during an ' 
interview with a representpt.ive of the 
Associated Press he told as much of 
the story of the creation of this in-

They have done it for the asking and 
ungrudgingly. Many of them will find 
themselves at the end of the war with 
a great part of their good-will 
jeop- 
ardized or lost. 


"Coincidentally -with this program of 
bringing in private firms it became ev- 
lent that even with their help the- out- 
put would still be insufficient, so the 
Ministry of Munitions proceeded 
to 
provided a large number of "single 
purpose" factories, 
that 
is, 
plants 


where the work could be specialized. 
Skilled engineers divided the work up 
Ito a number of repetition operations 
such as could be done with a few 
week s training by women or unskilled 
labor. There are now in the country 
fifty-three national shell factories of 
this kind, all of which 
have 
either 
been built or reconstructed by the gov- 
ernment. Of these thirty-eight are un- 
der the management of the 
boards 
previously referred to. 
Others are 
managed for the Ministry by experi- 
enced muntion firms. 


New Power Mills. 


"Just as the output of shells shell- 
todies, etc., had to be augmented so 
we had similarly to 
provide 
explo- 
sives and filling factories, 
nineteen 
special explosive works have been pro- 
vided. This has practically 
doubled 


the whole previous 
output 
of 
the 
country. 
Similarly there had to be 
built fourteen filling factories, 
each 


of which has been provided since last 
August. 
Altogether there 
are 
now 


ninety national factories which have 
been equinned with machinery and in 
most cases • built 
during "the last 
twelve months. 


"We can now .produce in less than, 
a month as many of the lighter shells 
as could have been turned out in the 
whole year of 1914-15. 
In less than a 
fortnight we can make more heavy 
shells than we could have done In the 
year 1R14-1915. We can now turn out 
in a week far more shells, filled and 
eomolete, than were used in the whole 
nattle of Loos which extended over a 
fortnight, and they had been, saving 
ammnntion for 
that 
battle 
for 
a 


month. 
Wie could have a bat.tle of 
Loos every week now and it wouldn't 
touch the shell reserve stock. 


The manufacture of guns, which did 
not lend itself to the process of sub- 
division like ammunition, has had to 
be concentrated largerly in the hands 
of experienced firms, but new factor- 
ies under the direction of these firms 
have been made for 'single 
purpose"' 
work. 


Build Heavier Cannon. 


Regarding our present capacity for 
gun production as compared" with the 
capacity in June, 1914, before the war 
we are now making in the case of the 
lightest guns over ten times what we 


factories, and 


weekly. In the early ays~of The 
war the trench mortar was a weapon 
which had received 
little 
attention 
and undergone little'development and 
there was a mere handful of these 
weapons m existence. 
They are now 
being produced in immensely improv- 
ed types in hundreds where they were 
previously in units. And the output 
of their heavy ammunition has had to 
keep pace. The output of bombs where 
it previously was reckoned 
in hun- 


dreds has now reached a 
total of 
scores of thousands weekly. The pro- 
duction of trench warfare munitions 
In a most miscellaneous collection of 
workshops has, of course, necessitated 
the provision of many assembly 
and 
inspection stations. 


"One of the earliest steps the Min- 
istry of Munition had.to take was to 
acquire control of every machine-tool 


, maker in the United Kingdom and al- 
i so to bring in the manufacturers ot 
machine-tools. 
Every machine-tool 
made during the last twelve 
months 
has been disposed of as directed by 
the Ministry of Munitions. The tools 
have been sent where-they were most 
needed for the making of munitions. 


Labor Unions Give Aid. 
"One of our most anxious problems 


lias been the supply and distribution 
of 
skilled labor. 
There was 
not 
enough skilled labor to 
go 
around 


This fact was recognized by the trades 
unions and the government has 
re- 


ceived 
their 
-hearty 
assistance 
tllr,0]ll?h°u£ in the distribution of 
skilled labor and in the dilution of 
skilled labor with unskilled. 
The in- 
troduction of unskilled labor into 
the 
n.e','J of .skilled labor is a sacrifice of 
skilled labor to which no too high trib- 
ute can be paid. Skilled men 
have 
trained and instructed unskilled work- 
ers and in thousands of cases have 
willingly been moved from piece work 
to day wages with the result that they 
have earned smaller wages than the 
people they had trained have received 
f.t piece work. 


"™3 position was rendered more 


difficult by the fact that many skilled 
workmen 
crowded into the 
army 


More than 43,000 highly skilled work- 
men have since been withdrawn for 
munitions work. They go where they 
are sent. 
This has given the Minis- 
try of Munitions control of a 
large 


body of skilled workmen who can be 
moved as reouired. 


Many Women Engaged.

There is a department 
m the Ministry which is solely con- 
cerned with the provision of canteens 
for -munition workers and these can- 
teens provide meals for 500,000 people 
aily. This enables them to get their 
food under decent conditions. Charg- 
es are made to cover the cost." 


Dr. Addison pointed out that it has 
been necessary- to interfere arbitrarily 
in private industry in order to carry 
on the munitions work. 
Private and 
public building has. been stopped in 
many cases in order to .move the labor 
elsewhere or to economize material. 
What applies to the' building trade 
holds good with many others. How- 
ever, this Interference has been cheer- 
fully borne, he declared. 


Make Own Chemicals. 
He stated that as a result of the de- 
mands upon the Ministry of Munitions 
the formulae for many chemicals and' 
instruments which formerly had been 
made by the Germans had been dis- 
covered by English scientists and that 
these things were now being manu- 
factured here. In conclusion he said- 
"When the Ministry of Munitions is 
no more, the equipment of -the factor- 
ies and works extensions all over the 
country with power and plant on up- 
to-date systems, accurate and modern 
machine tools will add enormously to 
our industrial strength in the markets 
of the world." 


It is stated that the heads of the 


different departments of the Ministry 
of Mirations are largely directors and 
managers 
of great industries 
who 
have volunteered their services and 
have given up.the whole of their pri- 
vate work to labor for the 
country 


without, remuneration. As one has put 
It, "The Ministry of Munitions is, in 
fact, the general Staff of British in- 
dustry, organized for war." 
To 
an 
American who has volunteered his ser- 
vices is given credit 
for 
affecting 
reductions in shell 
contract 
prices 
which saved the government 400,000 
pounds a week.
